Power Connection 

To power Passport, plugthesmall end of 
the supplied coiled power cord into the 
telephone-type power jack on Passport's 
left side, and plug the lighter adapter into 
your vehicle's lighter socket or accessory 
socket. 

Passp o rt o p erates o n 12 vo I ts D C n egati ve 
ground only. The lighter plug provided is 
standard size and will work in most ve- 
hicles. Of course, your lightersocket must 
beclean and properly connected forproper 
operation. 

Note:dependingonyourvehicle,thelighter 
socket power may either becontinuously 
on, or it may be switched on and off with 
yourignitionswitch. 

Passport'sstandard lighter adapter has an 
i n teg ral f u seh o I d er . I f i t i s ever n ec essary to 
replacethefuse, simply unscrew thetipof 
the lighter plug and rep lace the fuse with 
an identical 2 amp fuse.

For optimum detection performance, we 
recommend thefollowing: 

• Using the Windshield Mount, mount 
Passport relatively level andafew inches 
abovethedashboard- high enough on your 
front windshield to provideaclearview of 
theroad fromthefrontandrear. 

MountPassportawayfrom windshield 
wipers, other solid objects, and heavily 
tinted areasthat might obstruct the radar 
antennaorlaserlens.

Passport'sEasyMount windshield bracket 
isdesigned for unobtrusiveand hassle-free 
mounting. 

1 Insert each suction cup into largeend 
of bracket hole and rotate cup outward, 
locking into place. A spare set of suction 
cups is included for your convenience. 
Save them for future use. 

2 Depresstheadjustment button on the 
top of Passport (by the word "ESCORT") 
and slide the EasyMount bracket into the 
slot until mount islocked into the position 
which best fits the angle of your wind- 
shield (there are four settings available). 
For extremely horizontal or extremely 
sloped windshields, theEasyMountbracket 
canbebent.

Thisallowsyou to judge 
the distance from the signal source with- 
outtaking your eyes from the road.

For Laser signals: 

SinceLasersignalsareapossiblethreat 
no matter how weak, Passport alertsyou to 
all lasersignalswith afull laser alert.

TheSmartCordisaspecialpowercord 
that hasa power-on indicator, abrightalert 
light that warns of radar or laser, and a 
convenient mute button right on theplug.

Signal Strength Meter 

Passport'snew matrix display consistsof 
280 individual LED's, to providean intui- 
tive ultra-bright display of signal strength 
and text messages. 

When Passport detects radar, it dis- 
plays the band of the radar (X, K, or K a), 
andaprecisebargraphofsignalstrength. 

W h en Passp o rt d etects laser, the dis- 
play will show "LASER." 

NOTE: If you areoperating Passport in 
the Dark Mode, the display will not light 
when asignal isdetected-only theaudio 
will alertyou.

Passport 750Cs new ExpertMeter op- 
tion isan advanced display for experi- 
enced detector users. P I ease u se P ass- 
portforafew weekstogetfamiliarwith its 
other features before using ExpertMeter. 

To usetheEx pertMeter instead of 
the bar graph signal strength meter, 
you must select Ex pertMeter in Pass- 
ports EZ Programming (seepg 10-12). 

Passport's standard signal strength 
meter only displays information about a 
single radar signal.

Asyoucan see, there are vertical lines 
after each band designator. Each lineshows 
asignal being detected. Theheight of each 
line shows the relative signal strength of 
that signal. The position of the line shows 
the relative frequency of thesignal within 
theband.

An example 

For ex ample, here's how you would turn 
Passport'sAutoMutefeatureoff. 

1 EntertheProgram Mode by holding 
both buttonsdownfor2 seconds. Passport 
will beep twice and display "Program".

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Interpreting Alerts 



Although Passport has a comprehensive 
warning system and this handbook is as 
complete as we can make it, only expe- 
rience will teach you what to expect 
from your Passport and how to interpret 
what it "tells" you. The radar alerts you 
receive are affected by the specific type 



of radar being used, the type of transmis- 
sion (continuous or instant-on) and the 
location of the radar source. 

The following examples will give 
you an introduction to understanding 
Passport 's warning system for radar, la- 
ser and safety alerts. 



Alert 

Passport begins to sound slowly, then the rate 
of alerts increases until the alert becomes a 
solid tone. The Signal Meter ramps accordingly. 

Passport emits short alerts for a few seconds 
and then falls silent only to briefly alert and 
fall silent again. 

Passport suddenly sounds a continuous tone 
for the appropriate band received. All 
segments in the Signal Strength Meter are lit. 

A brief laser alert. 



Passport receives weak signals. These signals 
may be a little stronger as you pass large, 
roadside objects. The signals increase in 
frequency. 



Passport alerts slowly for awhile and then 
abruptly jumps to a strong alert. 



Explanation 

You are approaching a continuous radar 
source aimed in your direction. 



An instant-on radar source is being used ahead 
of you and out of your view. 



An instant-on radar source or laser source is 
being used nearby. This kind of alert requires 
immediate attention! 

Laser is being used in the area. Because laser is 
inherently difficult to detect, any laser alert 
may indicate a source very close by. 

A moving patrol car with continuous radar is 
overtaking you from behind. Because these 
signals are reflected (reflections are increased 
by large objects), they may or may not 
eventually melt into a solid point even when 
the patrol car is directly behind you. 

You are approaching a radar unit concealed by 
a hill or an obstructed curve. 
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Interpreting Alerts 



Alert 

Passport alerts intermittently. Rate and 
strength of alerts may be consistent or vary 
wildly. 



Explanation 

A patrol car is travelling in front of you with a 
radar source aimed forward. Because signals 
are sometimes reflected off of large objects 
and sometimes not, the alerts may seem 
inconsistent. 



Passport alerts intermittently. Rate and 
strength of signal increases with each alert. 

Passport gives an X-band alert intermittently. 



A patrol car is approaching from the other 
direction, "sampling" traffic with instant-on 
radar. Such alerts should be taken seriously. 

You are driving through an area populated 
with radar motion sensors (door openers, 
burglar alarms, etc.) Since these transmitters 
are usually contained inside buildings or aimed 
toward OR away from you, they are typically 
not as strong or lasting as a real radar 
encounter. 

CAUTION : Since the characteristics of these 
alerts may be similar to some of the preceding 
examples, overconfidence in an unfamiliar 
area can be dangerous. Likewise, if an alert in 
a commonly travelled area is suddenly stronger 
or on a different band than usual, speed radar 
may be set up nearby. 
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How Radar Works 



How Radar Works 

Traffic radar, which consistsof microwaves, 
travels in straight lines and is easily re- 
flected by objectssuch ascars, trucks, even 
guardrailsand overpasses. Radar worksby 
directing its microwave beam down the 
road . Asyou r veh i c I etravel s i nto ran ge, th e 
microwavebeambouncesoffyourcar,and 
theradarantennalooksforthereflections. 
Using the Doppler Principle, the radar 
equipmentthen calculatesyourspeed by 
comparing thefrequency of thereflection 
ofyourcartotheoriginal frequency of the 
beam sentout. 

Traffic radar haslimitations, the most 
significant of these being that it typically 
can monitor only one target at a time. If 
thereismorethanonevehiclewithin range, 
it is up to the radar operator to decide 
which target is producing the strongest 
ref I ecti on . Si n ce th e stren gth of th e ref I ec- 
tion is affected by both the size of the 
vehicleand itsproximityto theantenna, it 
isdifficult for the radar operator to deter- 
mineifthesignalisfromasportscar nearby 
o r a sem i -t ru c k several h u n d red f eet aw ay . 



Radar rangealsodependsonthepower 
of the radarequipment itself. Thestren gth 
of the radar unit's beam diminishes with 
d i stan c e. T h efarth er th e rad ar h as to travel , 
the lessenergy it hasfor speed detection. 
Becauseintrusion alarmsand motion sen- 
sorsoften operateon thesamefrequency 
asX-Band radar, yourPassportwill occa- 
sionally receive non-police radar signals. 
Si n c e th ese X -Ban d tran sm i tters are u su al I y 
contained insideof buildingsor aimed to- 
ward the ground, they will generally pro- 
duce much weaker readings than will a 
trueradar encounter. Asyou becomefamil- 
iarwiththesourcesofthesepseudo alarms 
in your daily driving, they will serve as 
confirmation that your Passport'sradarde- 
tection abilitiesarefully operational. 
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How Laser Works 



How Laser (Lidar) Works 

Laser speed detection is actually LIDAR 
(LightDetection And Ranging). LIDARguns 
project a beam of invisible infrared light. 
Th e si gn al i s a seri es of very sh o rt i n f rared 
I i ght energy p u Ises w h ic h move i n a straight 
line, reflecting off yourcar and returningto 
the gun. LIDAR uses these light pulses to 
measurethedistancetoavehicle. Speed is 
then calculated by measuring how quickly 
th ese p u I sesare ref I ected given th e kn o w n 
speed of light. 

LIDAR(orlaser)isanewertechnology 
andisnotaswidespreadasconventional 
radar, therefore, you may not encounter 
laser on a daily basis. And unlike radar 
detection, laser detection isnotproneto 
"false" alarms. Because LI DAR transmitsa 
muchnarrowerb earn th an d oes rad ar, i t i s 
much moreaccuratein itsabilityto distin- 
guish between targets and is also more 
difficultto detect. ASA RESULT, EVEN THE 
BRIEFEST LASER ALERT SHOULD BE 
TAKEN SERIOUSLY. 



There are limitationsto LI DAR equip- 
ment. LIDAR is much more sensitive to 
weather conditions than RADAR, and a 
LIDAR gun's range will be decreased by 
anything affecting visibility such as rain, 
fog, orsmoke. A LIDARgun cannotoperate 
through glassand itmustbestationary in 
o rder to get an ac c u rate read i n g . Bee au se 
LI DAR must haveaclearlineof sight and is 
subjecttocosineerror(an inaccuracy which 
increases astheanglebetween thegunand 
the vehicle increases) policetypical ly use 
LIDAR equipment parallel to the road or 
f ro m an o verp ass. LI D A R can be u sed d ay o r 
night.

How Safety Radar Works 

There are two separate Safety Radar sys- 
temsin limited usetoday:SafetyAlert, and 
Safety Warning System (SWS). Both sys- 
temsusemodified K-band radar signals. 

From thefactory, your Passport ispro- 
grammedwith safety radardecodingOFF. 
If Safety Radar is used in your area, your 
Passport will display these signals as K 
band radar signalsinstead of safety radar 
unlessyou use theEZProgrammingto turn 
Passport'ssafetyradardecodingON. 

The Safety Alert safety radar system 
hasthreepossiblealerts: 

•Safety Vehicle 

•Road Hazard 

•Train Nearby 

The SWS safety radar system has 64 
possiblemessages(60currently allocated). 
The SWS messagesyour Passport can dis- 
play are listed on thefacing page. 



Note: some of the safety messages 
have been condensed, so each message 
canbedisplayedononeortwoscreenson 
Passport'seightcharacterdisplay. 

Si n c e Safety radartechnologyisrela- 
tivelynew and the numberof transmitters 
in operation isnotyet widespread, you will 
n ot rec ei ve Safety si gn al s o n a d ai I y basi s 
and should not besurprised to encounter 
emergencyvehicles, road hazardsand rail- 
road crossingsthatareunequipped with 
these transmitters and, therefore, fail to 
provide a signal. As Safety transmitters 
become more prevalent (the number of 
operating transmitters is growing every 
day), these Safety radar signals will be- 
comemorecommon.

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Problem 



Passport beeps briefly at the same 
location every day, but no radar 
source is in sight. 

Passport does not seem sensitive to 
radar or laser.

Solution 

• An X-band motion sensor or intrusion alarm is located 
within range of your route. With time, you will learn 
predictable patterns of these signals. 

• Make sure that Passport's radar antenna is not blocked by 
windshield wipers and that the laser lens is not behind 
tinted areas. 

• Determine if your vehicle has an Instaclear®, ElectriClear® 
or solar reflective windshield which may deflect radar or 
laser signals. 

• Passport may be in City Mode. 

• VASCAR, (Visual Average Speed Computer And Recorder) 
a stopwatch method of speed detection, may be in use. 

• Officer may not have radar or laser unit turned on. 

• Safety transmitters may not be commonly used in your 
area. 



• Press the Dim button to deactivate Dark Mode. 

• Passport is in AutoMute Mode. See page 6 for details. 



• Passport is not making contact with the windshield to 
provide stability. While holding down Passport's EasyMount 
button, slide Passport further back toward the windshield so 
that the back top edge makes firm contact. 

• A loose power connection or dirty lighter socket can 
cause Passport to be briefly disconnected. 

• You can return all of the programming options to the 
factory defaults by holding down the City, Dim, and Mute 
buttons while you turn Passport on. 
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Troubleshooting 



Problem 

Passport will not turn on. 



Solution 

• Check that both ends of the cord are properly connected. 



• Check that volume control is ON. 

• Check that vehicle ignition is ON. 



• Check that vehicle lighter socket is functional 

• Try Passport in another vehicle. 



Passport feels very warm. 



• It is normal for Passport to feel warm.
